While thousands of dollars worth of 
damage is believed to have been suf­ 
f e r ^ by peach 
growers in 
Adams 
county as a result of the freezing 
temperatures of Monday night and 
early this morning, this county was 
not as hard hit as Franklin county, 
and sections of the Shenandoah val­ 
ley, extending southward from Ha­ 
gerstown, where the entire peach cron 
seems to be wiped out. 
Checkups today in some of the lead­ 
ing peach orchards 
of the county 
showed that in orchards in which the 
petals had fallen before the killing 
freeze not so much damage was done 
by the low temperature*, but that in 
places where the blooms are still on 
the trees the tinted 
blossoms have 
turned brown as a result of the frost. 
Rain over the week-end which lay 
secreted in blossoming trees caused 
particular damage with the freezing 
temperature, for water froze in va­ 
rious exposed placer, 
Tuesday 
and 
Wednesday mornings. 
Apple Trees 
Apple trees, so far 
learned, did not suffer 
in the temperature, since no blossoms 
have yet made their appearance on 
any apple trees, except the crabb ap­ 
ples. but these are believed to have 
withstood the frosts.

The verdict 
of acquittal was expected by res­ 
idents of York, where, according 
to reports, sympathy was with 
the Fayetteville man. 
Wilkinson, a veteran 
of

World War, and former employe 
of the local state highway office, 
was accused of shooting to death 
Francis Blettnec, Hanover, on No­ 
vember 15, 1924, near the Ameri­ 
can legion home 
in 
Hanover. 
Evidence showed that he was at­ 
tacked by Biettner and others fol­ 
lowing a dance and that the ac­ 
cused shot in self defense. 
I he young Fayetteville man re­ 
ceived the verdict calmly. 
A 
faint smile brightened his face, 
and the next moment he was in 
the arms of his mother ajid sis­ 
ter. 
His father was not in the 
j 
court room when the verdict was 
pronounced. 
There 
was 
no 
demonstration among the specta­ 
tors, the verdict being accepted 
as the one expected by many res­ 
idents of York and York county. 


Wilkinson was on the stand in his 
own behalf 
yesterday 
morning and 
afternoon. 
At the afternoon session 
ho was cross-examined by District At- 
t rney Van Banian. He was unshaken 
in essential details 
of his testimony 
under cross-examination. 
His broth­ 
er, John, IT years old, with him in 
Hanover at the time of the shooting, 
November 15. 1924, followed him on 
the stand. 
His 
testimony corrobo­ 
rated that of the defendant 
in the 
case. 
Shot To Scare Assailants 
Following a three-minute recess, 
during which the jury 
retired, 
Mr. 
Gross outlined the defense t%the jury, 
indicating that immediately before the 
shooting the young men in the groun 
had gone after the Wilkinsons in such 
a threatening manner that they had 
reason to fear bodily harm, and the 
shot vins fired by Charles Wilkinson 
in order to scare back their tormentors 
so the brothers could get away safely. 
The defendant was the first witness 
called for the defense.

Harrisburg, and Frank Bretts, of Car­ 
lisle, members of the orchestra which 
played at the dance attended by the 
Wilkinsons on the night of the shoot­ 
ing.

the crowd of young men to their car, 
that they were called vile epithets, arid 
that someone on the group on two oc. 
canions opened the

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In tho year 1852 the Baptists among 
tho settlers along Santa Rosa creek, j

vancing the Kingdom of God.” 
The complete building, from foun­ 
dation to roof but not including the 
floor, however, was built from the 
product of one massive member of the 
forest. And, lest you gain an errone­ 
ous impression concerning the size of 
tlds religious edifice, let me tell you 
that the main Auditorium measures 
approximately 40 by OO feet.

To eliminate the danger of fire 
from blowtorches or other implements 
used to heat the wax and the tools, a 
small electric furnace that can Le placed 
upon the workbench and su p p ed with 
currant from the light socket, h$a been 
invented. It will hold two knives at once,
